BULLS SAY IT’S LEGITIMATE. 


Bears Are Alarmed, but Argue That 
the Price Is Too High 
to Stick. 


Cash wheat smashed all records for the 
last six years Wednesday morning by 
reaching the dollar mark. 

The bears who have all along been pro- 
testing that wheat would not sell for $i 
- bushel this year were startled by the 
suddenness with which the market took 
an upward shoot. 

The wheat sold at the record breaking 
price was No. 2 red winter of very choice 
quality. 

The sale was made by T. B. Morton, repre- 
_ sentative on the floor for Messmore, Gannett 
& Co, 

There has been a steady demand for 
choice No. 2 wheat for some time. Many of 
the millers in and around St. Louis have run 
short of grain and have been forced to 
come into the cash market to replenish their 
stocks. As high as 980 @ bushel was asked 
Tuesday. 

Wednesday morning a representative of 
the Southern Illinois Mill was on the floor. 
He wanted to pay cash for a car load of 
choice wheat, but failed to find just what 
he wanted until he reached Messmore & 
Gannett's sample table. 

He inspected the No. 3 red sample, and 
turning to Mr. Morton asked: 

“What's your price?” 

“A dollar,” said Mr. Morton. 

“Sold! said the miller, and the deal was 
closed for a car load of wheat like Mr. Mor- 
ton's sample. 

News of the deal spread rapidly and 
caused a great deal of discussion on the 
floor. 

Other dealers holding wheat of the same 
grade as that sold by Mr. Morton demanded 
$l a@ bushel for it and the price was fixed, 
for the day at least. 

Cash wheat has not sold as high as M « 
bushel since Aug. 27, 1891, when the price 
went to $1.02. The highest point reached 
last year was 91%c, on Doc. 27. 

Though the causes affecting the cash 
market are different from those controll- 
ing the future market operators on 
Change think that general trade -condi- 
tions had much to do with the rise, No. 2 
red winter wheat is scarce and millers 
na ve found it, difficult to keep their mills 

supplied for weeks. Though the Southern 
Illinois Mill Company undoubtedly was 
Bard pressed for grain with which to fill 
orders the bulls contend that the price is 
legitimate. 

Mr. Morton tried to sell more of the grain 
at the high price, but found no buyers.

ATLANTA, Ga., Magen 17.—“May God 
give you good aim when you shoot,” is 
‘what Bishop Turner of the African Metho- 
dist Church tells his people.

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GROW DESPERATE 


FIGHTING ON THE FRONTIER 
HOURLY EXPECTED. 


WAR WITH TURKEY IMMINENT. 


Turkish Troops Burn a Town Without 
Opposition From the Forces 
of the Powers. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, March 17.—In pollti- 
cal circles here the opinion prevalls that the 
blockade of the Island of Crete by the 
fleets of the foreign Powers would drive 
the Greeks to desperate acts on the 
frontiers of Macedonia and Epirus, whence 
the news of a conflict is hourly expected. 

The naval officers were summoned by 
telegraph yesterday to rejoin their ships 
immediately, creating the belief that the 
departure of the Turkish fleet is imminent, 
although it is doubted whether the war 
ships are really ready for sea. 


ATHENS, March 17.—A dispateh received 
here to-day from Canea says that the Turks 
have made a sortie from Retimo and pro- 
ceeded to Utopopoulos, which they burned 
without opposition from the forces of the 
Powers. It is added that the pillage of the 
Christian shops continues and that the Gov- 
ernor of Retimo and the Turkish gen- 
darmes are co-operating in the looting. 


LONDON, March 17.—There was a re- 
newal of uneasiness on the Stock Exchange 
to-day in respect to the possible develop- 
ments In the East. Consols dropped and 
foreign securities were very depressed on 
the reports that the Greeks have crossed 
the frontier. 


CANEA, March 17.—Noon.—The blockade 
of the Island of Crete has not yet been pro- 
claimed as this dispatch is sent, and all 
statements to the contrary are unture. It is 
expected, however, that the blockade may be 
proclaimed at any moment. 

The French Admiral yesterday evening 
received instructions identical with those 
of his colleagues. These instructions allow 
the Admirals a certain amount of liberty of 
action and initiative. All the Governments 
have informed their Admirals that they 
each are sending the 600 men asked for as 
reinforcements to take the place of the 
marines ashore, thus enabling the Admirals 
to re-embark the marines and use their 
ships for the blockade of the Greek ports, 
which is expected to follow the arrival of 
the troops at Crete, 


CANBA, March 17.—The Russian Consul 
has received formal instructions to pro- 
claim autonomy for Crete, but the other 
Consuls still remain without them. — 
Admirals consider that this step has been 
taken too late. After a conference the 
Consuls addressed notes to their respec- 
tive embassies declaring that if any por- 
tion of the marines should be withdrawn 
from Canea, looting and lawlessness, ag- 
gravated by hunger, will dangerously in- 
crease. , 

Col. Vassos has transferred his head- 
quarters to Sphakia, the most mountain- 
ous and maccessible sition in the island. 
This ig held to indicate that Greece is 
firmly resolved not to recall her troops, 
a step which is regarded as impossible in 
face.of the strong national feeling. Col. 
Vassos will strongly fortify his new camp, 
which is revictualed for several months. 
He is now able to await the progress of 
events, 


ATHENS, March 17.—It is the general de- 
lief here that nothing now can prevent war, 
and that the Government has its plan of 
campaign fully prepared. The Cabinet had 
a long session as to the attitude to be taken 
in face of the coercive rr of Eu- 
rope, and it is reported that a decision was 
reached to take active measures as being 
the only solution possible for Greece. 

The center of interest is now transferred 
from Crete to the Macedonian frontier. 
It is evident, from the haste which the Gov- 
ernment has me a ty in getting all its 
available troops off by sea before the com- 
mencement of the blockade, that there is 
a strong conviction that they will be needed 


at once. 

With the sea route closed the transporta- 
tion of troops must be overland, and this 
would be an exceedingly slow and difficult 
process, owing to the lack of horses and the 
very incomplete railway system in the 
northern portions of Greece. Many of the 
war correspondents have already arrived at 
Volo. Larissa and other frontier points, The 
Greek officers on the frontier find the utmos. 
difficulty in restraining their men, and the 
departure of Crown Prince Constantine for 
the frontier has been deferred on the advice 
of the Generals in command, who fear that 
his presence would have a dangerously ex- 
citing influence upon the troops.

ARE OPPOSED. 


END OF THE MERCHANTS’ EX. 
CHANGE BENEVOLENT SOCIETY. 


ASSESSMENTS ARE INCREASING. 


Meanwhile the Membership ‘Is Dwin- 
dling and the Association Will 
Come to a Natural End. 


The Merchants’ Exchange Mutual Benev- 
olent Society which on Monday, April 5, will 
hold its twenty-first annual election of of- 
ficers, after a long and successful career, 
promise to go the way of all purely mu- 
tual insurance associations and die of old 
age. 

The death rate has been gradually increas- 
ing, while the amount paid to beneficiaries 


has been rapidly growing smaller. 

The older members have been paying their 

assessments regularly, but the younger 
members, not liking the increased number of 
assessments, have been forfeitin their 
inemberships or resigning with alarming 
rapidity, thus not only diminishing the 
revenues; but increasing the death rate in 
greater proportion, 
For this reason some of the younger 
members are in favor of winding up the 
affair while there is still something left 
in the treasury. , 

It is probable that an effort in this di- 
rection will be made at the next annual 
meeting to be held the Wednesday follow- 
ing the annual election. 

Members are backward about discussing 
the affairs of the society, but several ex- 
pressed themselves as favoring a wind-up 
of the association. 

One of the younger members said: “Un- 
pleasant as it is, we must all admit that 
our society cannot last much longer with- 
out a great increase in membership, and 
of this there is not the faintest hope. The 
rates are entirely too high in proportion to 
the benefits. 

“If we wind up now there is enough 
money in the treasury to pay each member 
about $25, which would be sufficient to pay 
the premium on a greater amount of insur- 
ance in some other company where they 
could pay a fixed amount each year and 
secure insurance for less than the present 
rate we are paying.“ 

“This seems hard on the older members 
who would not be admitted to other com- 

anies, but in reality if we continue to 

ave as heavy forfeiture and death rate 
as we have had in the past few years 
they will soon be competes to drop out, and 
then they will get nothing, while if we wind 
up now they will get a few dollars as well 
as stop the expense, 

„When the society was organized it was 
a good thing. The assessments were com- 
paratively — but we paid too little atten- 
tion to dt and did not try hard enough to se- 
cure new members until we found that our 
members were — 2 to get old and 
were dying off rapidly. hen we suddenly 
awoke and reduced the initiation fee to a 
merely nominal sum, but it was then too 
late, as we could not offer sufficient induce- 
ments to secure new members. 

“Our plan is to assess each member at 
each death the sum of $1.10, $1.00 of which 
goes to the beneficiaries and 10 cents toward 
paying the expenses of the society. 

‘When the membership fell below 1,000 
there was about $5,000 in the contingent fun 
in addition to the $16,000 permanent fund, 
and the trustees decided to draw on this 
fund for enough to make the amount each 
beneficiary would receive $1,000. 

“Tt was found that this would soon deplete 
the treasury, and the trustees again de- 
cided ta go back to the original plan of 

2 $1 for each member at the time of 

eat 

‘‘Our membership has now dwindled down 
to less than 850, while the assessments have 
increased from three or four a year to that 
many a month, and the indications are that 
the increase will continue in greater pro- 
portions. 

This makes, at a conservative estimate, 
$36 per year for an insurance of $850 or less, 
which is entirely too much, 

One of the older members was indignant 
at being questioned on the subject. He said: 
It is an outrage to talk of winding up this 
association after we have been paying in 
our yoy all these years. When we are 
about to die to turn in and beat us out of all 
the benefits is preposterous, 

“This association was not organized as @ 
money-making or saving scheme, but was 
intended as a purely benevolent society, and 
it shows poor taste and less charity to 
of winding it up now.“

Bunday afternoon, as they were passing 
Sixth and Olive streets on their way to 
Hurst’s Hotel, Jr., he called her attention 
to a blind woman who was grinding an

“Listen to her,” sald Meining. Tou'd bet- 
ter be taking pointers. You'll be doing that 
for a living, too, pretty soon, and you'd bet- 
ter learn how now.” 

Mrs. Meining thought her husband was 
joking. It was a cruel joke, and tears 
etreamed from her sightless eyes. Yet, she 


at the Grand Central Hotel. When she 
arrived he had disappeared. She went to 
her father, who had moved to Leadville. 
Three weeks later her husband persuaded 
her to receive him back. Again they trav- 
eled about the country. One day at Salt 
Lake City, Mrs. Meining, receiving her 
husband's mall, found in it a summons for 
him to answer a divorce suit. She fainted. 

Afterward she found, she says, that Mein- 
ing had married his cousin, 
Gwynne, who lived in St. Catherine's, Can- 
ada.

They returned to Duluth. Mrs. Meining 
was an artist and painted in oll as a rec- 
reation.

Judge Brandner took her to the 
Four Courts and requested the police to lo- 
cate Meining. 

Mrs. Meining is a woman of refinement. 
She is pretty in spite of the sorrow written 
upon her face. Her, brown eyes are sight- 
loss and have the sweet expression peculiar 
to the blind, whose affilction is not due to 
an external injury. She is deserving of a 
better fate than that cruelly predicted for 
her by her husband, of appealing on the 
street for the chance charity of the passers- 
by.

TALK OF IMPEACHING STATE 
PRESIDENT STEVENS. 


SOME UGLY CHARGES MADE. 


John Lyons, Coroner Wait and Other 
Prominent Members Relieve 
Their Minds. 


Judge J. H. D. Stevens, State President 
of the A. P. A. in Missouri, will be im- 
peached if any way can be found to bring 
it about. 

John C. Lyons, Inspector of Weights and 
Measures, who is Secretary of State of the 
State Council, is very wroth, and is out- 
spoken in stating what he will do. In 
speaking of the charges recently made by 
Stevens against the local Advisory Board 
and the “myrmidons of the boss’ in St. 
Louis, Mr. Lyons said: “Stevens says the 
St. Louis delegates in the Kansas City con- 
vention last March were ‘political heelers. 
peanut politicians and sandbaggers. I was 
a delegate there and I propose to compel 
him to make his words good or swallow 
them. 

Who in thunder is Stevens, anyhow? He 
camie to Missouri from Michigan a year 
ago. Who knows why he left Michigan? 
Does anybody? I shall endeavor to find out: 
If Mr. Phillips, State Vice President of the 
A. P. A., does not call together the Execu- 
tive Board of the State, I shall do so, and 
we will investigate the charges made by 
Stevens and his conduct as State Presi- 
dent.“ 

W. J. Phillips, State Vice-Prest dent, doubts 
the power of the State Executive Board to 
exercise jurisdiction over the State Presi- 
dent. 

„I will take no action for the present.“ 
he said, “or until I have time to read up 
the law on the subject. It is my opinion that 
only the Supreme President has authority 
to suspend or investigate a State Presi- 
dent, and that all the local members of the 
order can do is to appeal to him. If he 
declines to act, nothing further can be 
done.” 

The present Supreme President is J. W. 
Echols, of Washington, D. C. He has not 
yet been formally appealed to, but action 
will doubtless be taken soon. 

E. W. Upmeler, State Secretary of the A. 

P. A., strongly denounces the course of 
Stevens of late. 
“Stevens is working for the man who pays 
him best,” he said Wednesday morning in 
discussing Stevens’ speech at Uhrig's Cave 
Tuesday evening. 

“Of course I cannot absolutely prove that 
he is getting paid by the Starkloff gang, but 
it is morally certain to me that he is. Last 
January he notified the Executive Board 
that he would not draw any salary after 
January $1, and since then he has not re- 
ceived a cent from the order. Is it reason- 
able to believe that he gave up $125 a month 
for nothing? Nit! He’s making a good 
thing out of it unless I am mistaken. 

“Even if all the charges he makeg were 
true, he would be exceeding his authority 
in taking a hand. The local Advisory 
Board is supreme in local politics, and the 
State President has no business intorfering. 
As a matter of fact the charges are not 
true. He says the Board—of which I am 
a member—has only given out information 
concerning Starkloff, ignoring the other 
candidates. Ag a matter of fact Nagel, 
Ziegenhein, Sampson and Starkloff have 
been considered. The first three were in- 
dorsed and the last condemned.“ 

Coroner Wait was also much exerctsed 
about Stevens’ charges. The trouble be- 
gan at the Springfield Convention. Stevens 
got sore at Filley because he brought about 
the nomination of Lewis instead of Fille.“ 
sald Mr. Walt. He tanked up on Spring- 
field whisky and then stood on the streets 
and denounced Filley as ‘gray-headed old 
. He lies and knows he lies. Starklofr 
is not the candidate for the A. P. A. and 
no good member of the order can support 
him.“ 

On the other hand quite a number of 
prominent members of the order are with 
Stevens and swear they will support him to 
the end. The fight is only begun. There is no 
predicting where it will end.

If you will look at the above picture very 
closely you will see that it is taken from a 
section made by sawing right through the 
temporal bone of the skull, which contains 
the structures that go to make up the ear. 
You will see that nearly all the parts of the 


the bone, being a hard substance, does not 
yield when the ear tubes become inflamed 
and swollen.

Any disease that attacks the middle ear 
or mastoid cavity is very grave and danger- 
ous, because these parts are situated 80 
close to the brain. Inflammation in these 
structures is liable to extend to the brain, 
and every year disease set up in the middle 
ear causes the death of 30,000 people in the 
United States alone. So serious is disease 
of the middle ear considered, on account of 
the nearness of parts of the brain, that 
life insurance companies refuse to insure 
those persons so afflicted. 

It was such a disease that destroyed the 
life of the late Roscoe Conkling, and the 
present Emperor of Germany’s erratic and 
peculiar actions at times are attributed to 
a chronic disease of the middle ear from 
which he suffers. 


What Constitutes the Ear. 


While every one knows that situated in- 
Side of the head is the organ or hearing, 
few understand what this structure is realy 
like that grasps the sounds of nature and 
holds these expressions of life and action 
in ite embrace until there is moided on 
the substance of the brain an exact Copy 
of the sound as is moide@ the mass o 
putty to the inner suriace of the hand 
which grasps it * This fixing of sound 
upon the brain is walled hearing. The vari- 
ous parts taken together whicn grasp, re- 
peat and hold the sound are called the ear. 
What is usually styled the ear is but a pro- 
jection to guide sound into the organ of 
hearing, which is nearly two inches inside 
the head. The various parts of the ear are 
shown clearly in the large engraving, where 
they are seen to consist of the external ear 
and a tube that leads from it inwardly lo a 
curtain that entirely blocks the end of 
thie tube—the ear drum. The drum and 
three little bones that connect with it and 
the cavity immediately benind the drum 
constitute what is called the middle ear. 
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Those various channels, some resembling 
half circles and others spirals, are filled 
with fluid into which slip the nerves of 
hearing, and these parts, taken together, 
are called the internal ear, If you will take 
the trouble to look you will notice that there 
is a tube which passes from the cavity of 
the middle ear down into the throat. This 
is called the eustachian tube, and it car- 
ries air into the deepest recesses of the 
ear. Without air in the middle ear no sound 
can be heard, The ear needs air to convey 
the sound to the parts which imprison it 
and repeat it to the brain, the same as 
electricity requires a wire upon which to 
travel when it is sent in the form of a mes- 


saga 
Eye and Ear Compared. 


The eye is but a looking-glass, with a 
cable composed of nerves passing out of 
its back surface and reaching into the 
brain. The mirror of the eye takes up pic- 
tures of the objects that are presented to it, 
and, moulding this picture on the nerves, 
the sense of sight is made manifest through 
the brain. The eye cannot mould objects, 
except by the aid of light. The ear, consist- 
ing as it does, of tubes and sounding boards, 
cannot fix and hold sounds except when 
these tubes are free and contain air, As we 
have seen, air only enters a sound ear 
through a tube that passes from the throat 
up behind the ear drum. Oh, wise provision

HEALTH BOARD’S STAND AGAINST 
HYPNOTISM 18 APPROVED. 


DOCTORS WANT RESTRICTION. 


Continental Countries Have Laws Re- 
stricting Its Use to the Medi- 
‘ cal Profession. 


The acticn of the St. Louis Board of 
Health in asking for restrictive legislation 
against the indiscriminate practice of hyp- 
notism meets with the approval of the 
medical profession. 

If a law is enacted as simple and far- 
reaching as is the phraseology of Dr. 
Hughes’ resolution, the entire unscient fic 
use of hypnotic powers can be restrained. 
The author of the regplution is a noted 
neurologist. He has knowledge through 


his practice of the havoc wrought or weak 
nervour organisms by the exercise of hyp- 
notic influence. 

“The resolution speaks for itself,“ said 
Dr. Hughes. “It is the duty of the Board 
to conserve public health. We would not 
allow a man to come here and give a, 
public exhibition by cutting off people's 
ears. To be sure he would find it hard 
to — subjects. Yet the loss of an ear 
might not be as bad for some oy le as to 
subject themselves to hypnotic influence. 
These public exhibitions of hypnotic pow- 
ers are becoming common. he ignorant 
subject themselves to the experimenter, 
not realizing the probable disastrous. ef- 
fects of their nervous organism. 

“Further than that the possibility of the 
hypnotist influencing his subject towards 
the commission of crime is so great that 
the law should interfere. 

“The St. Louis Board of Health is only 
followi the lead of continental countries 
where the practice of hypnotism became 
so general that it had to be restrained by 
law. Belgium and France have restricted 
it to members of the medical fraternity 
in the practice of their profession. 

Dr. John H. Simon, the insanity expert, 
has made a thorough investigation of hyp- 
notism in his study of nervous diseases. 
“The board has taken a step in the right 
direct on,“ he said. “In France and Bel- 
gium, hypnot.sm became acraze. The new»- 
papers and scientific journals were full of 
the wonderful experiments at the Saltpetre.

Between England and Italy That 
the Powers May Frown Upon. 
PARIS, March 17.The Echo de Paris 
it understands that Italy is on the eve 
te Great Britain the Island of 
situated sixty miles southwest

The upshot was a number of unscrupulous 
persons developed hypnotic powers and used 
them for undesirable ends. Jules Caritie, a 
fiction writer and member of the French 
Academy, foreshadowed the possibilit.es in 
his novel, “Hypnotism.” The villain forces 
a young girl through his hypnotic influence 
over her, to murder an old man and take 
his money and bring it to him. The author 
makes the girl an epileptic, and, therefore, 
an tmpressionable subject. 

Claritie’s book was not altogether fiction. 
It drew public attention to the possible 
evils of hypnotism. Later hypnot'sm was 
introduced as a defence in several murder 
cases. The authorities woke up then and 
proh'‘bitory laws were passed, 

“Hypnotism has not yet figured in Amer- 
ican criminology, but it will come soon. It 
is well to take prohibitive measures. Quite 
a number of St. Louis physicians are hyp- 
notic experts, but it has not beerf used in 
either surgical or general practice. 

J suppose the Board of Health was aim- 
ing at the charlatans who give public ex- 
hibitions of hypnotic powers. Dr. Hughes’ 
resolution is so worded that it covers the 
entire field of irresponsible use of the 
power.” 

Dr. J. T. Fitzpatrick is one of the clever- 
est hypnotists in the local medical frater- 
nity. 1 think the Board of Health has 
taken the right stand. There are advan- 
tages to the medical profession from hyp- 
notism. It is used in surgery where an- 
aesthetics would be deadly, but its exercise 
is fraught with immense possibilities for 
harm. make better use of my powers. 
My experience has taught me that we know 
too little about it yet to employ it with 
freedom. The most satisfactory experi- 
ment in my experience occurred while I 
was at the dispensary. An old negro was 
brought in hiccoughing to death. e had 
been at it for nearly two days, and was 
dying from exhaustion. I put him in the 
hypnotic state and stopp his hiccough- 
ing by suggestion. Then I woke him and 
sent him away happy and hungry.“ 

Dr. arry James, the veterinarian, is a 
skillful hypnotist. He has two negro and 
one white hostlers who are M 
under his control. He claims telepathic in- 
fluence over them. In the hypnotic they 
certainly obey his every suggestion. If he 
wanted them to commit a crime, they cer- 
tainly would do it. One of his favorite ex- 
periments is to make them pick each others’ 
pocketa, Dr. James says the Board of

88 nee the practice of hypnotism restrained 
y law. 
Dr. Funkhouser was the pioneer hypno- 
tist in the St. Louls medical fraternity. 
He taught most of the physicians who 
have since developed the strange power.

Strange though few of the physicians 
favor teaching the development of hyp- 
notism in medical colleges, 

Dr. Young H. Bond of the State Board 
of Health has heard of dentists employing 
2 in their profession instead of gas. 

e says when the Board of Health takes 
up the subject of dentistry or obtains a law 
—— all members of the profession to 
be registered, they will also see that hyp- 
notism is barred in molar surgery.

Dorothea Bailey Groves Her Name and 
She Comes of a Refined New 
England Family. 


Dorothea Bailey Groves, who applied to 
Police Matron Breen at the Four Courts 


‘Tuesday afternoon for advice and assist- 


ance, is one of the most unfortunate giris 
Mrs. Breen ever met. a 

Only 20 years old, pretty and intellectual, 
she has had more trouble than usually falls 
to the lot of a woman twice her years. And 
the fault is none of hers. 

Her father, James J. Bailey, was a col- 
lege professor in a Massachusetts town 
near Boston, Dorothea was an only child 
and was the idol of her parents. They had 
a happy home, and although Prof. Bailey 
was not wealthy, they enjoyed many lux- 
uries and want was unknown in the house- 


hold. 

Dorothea was placed in school at an early 
age and her father was proud of the prog- 
ress in her studies. She was scarcely 1¢ 
years old when the first calamity befell her. 
Her father was going to Boston one day. 
The Baileys lived some distance from the 
railread station. Prof. Bailey went to the 
stable to hitch the horse to the phaeton.

The horse was thought to be an unusually 
reliable one and Prof. Bailey entered the 
stall without hesitancy. He dropped the 
bridle and, as he stooped to recover it the 
horse kicked him on the head. Mr. Bailey 
fell unconscious. ? 

Dorothea waited and when her father did 
not return she feared he was delaying 80 
that he would miss his train. She ran to 
the stable and was totally unprepared for 
the sight in store for her. Her father was 
on the floor with the blood streaming from 
a gash in his head. She spoke, but got no 
response. 

She ran to the house and told her mother 
what she had seen. A physician was sent 
for, and when he arrived he had two pa- 
tients instead of one. Prof. Bailey was still 
unconscious, and his wife was in a dead 
faint.’

They rented a modest 
cottage and for a while Mrs. Bailey’s con- 
dition grew better. 

She was under a physician’s care con- 
stantly and-the expense soon made inroads 
into their small hoard. Dorothea found 
employment in the office of a dry goods 
establishment and the amount she earned 
assisted in maintaining the © household. 
Mrs. Bailey grew worse and her daughter 
was finally compelled to give up her posi- 
tion and stay with her mother, 

Among those she met while at the stere 
was Charles Groves, a traveling salesman 
from the East. He was pleased with Doro- 
thea’s appearance and called at her home. 
He won the confidence’of the girl’s mother 
and through her he won Dorothea. Mrs. 
Bailey knew she had but little longer to 
live. She feared to leave her daughter 
alone in the world. Groves had her con- 
fidence, and she begged her daughter to 
marry him. Groves was handsome, edu- 
cated and attentiv and an engagement 
was upon. Mrs Balley grew worse 
and at her request the marriage was has- 
tened. In a few days Mrs. Bailey died.
